of a local bank which carries a 
large number over student accounts. 


'•We have had each year one or- 


two forgeries," said 
the 
cashier, 


"but never anything on a,wholesale 
scale like this. The amounts range 
anywhere from a few 
dollars to 


about $100, and the checks are near- 
ly always cashed by rnerchants in 
the university district. " They . are 
then turned into the bank, where we 
find that the person whose signature 
is attached has an account but that 
the signature ;s a 
forgery- 
The 


trouble is that with so large a num- 
ber of accounts, it is impossible to 
keep track of all the 
signatures. 


The bank, fortunately, has lost only 
a small amount through these for- 
geries, but the merchants who have 
!ost, and the students whose names 
have been forged are up in arms 
about the matter. 


"The situation is a very serious 


out'and something will have to be 
done about it," he continued. 


Speaking of. checks nvade out by 


persons who have not slfficient funds 
in the bank. tb» cashier 
declared 


that something like ICO of these are 
returned daily. As.a rule, however, 
the money is secured to meet the 
check, and the,merchants then ask- 
ed to send the check through again.

The miners' leaders were told that if they did not call off 


the strike they would be thrown in jail. 


The other day 29 leaders in the railroad strike were thrown 


into jail- Mr. Clyne, Mr. Palmer's representative in Chicago, in 
discussing the arrests made the following statement: 


"These men are facing a grave charge. They are said to 


have interfered with the movement of food and the necessities 
of life. In view of the gravity of the situation the bonds should 
be substantial enough to insure their appearance here should 
they be released."

In another page of the same paper which carried Mr. dyne's 


statement was another piece of interesting news. It follows: 


"The Northwestern Leather Co. has filed application to de- 


clare a 333 per cent stock dividend." 


In the same paper it was announced that the Nestles Food 


Co. proposed to declare a $5,000,000 stock dividend. It was also 
stated that a number of other concerns dealing in the necessi- 
ties of life were about to cut big melons. 
* * * 


How about the big profiteers of the country who, through 


the exaction of tremendous profits, "are interfering with the 
movement of food and the necessities of life?" 


Have Mr. Palmer and his associates shown any considera- 


tion for the RIGHTS OF THE PUBLIC and the PUBLIC WEL- 
FARE in that direction? 


We assume that when leather companies are declaring huge 


dividends that the ability of thousands of people in this country 
to obtain shoes "is interfered with." We assume that the abil- 
ity of millions of people to obtain the necessities of life under 
the present criminal prices "is interfered with." 


Why, then, is the department of justice so slow to protect 


the PUBLIC WELFARE in the latter instance? 


Why is it that a miner or a railroad man who "interferes 


with the movement of food and the necessities of life" is headed 
for jail in a hurry while Mr. Palmer and his assistants con- 
clude "agreements" with the packers and the big food and cloth- 
ing hogs of the country who are a thousand fold interfering with 
"the movement of food,and the necessities of life"?
